a time gnawed its way unchecked to- 
ward the heart of the college town. 
It burned 35 residential blocks, caus- 
ing damage estimated at S10.000.000 
and leaving about 2.400 homeless be- 
fore it was" brought under control ear- 
ly'Monday eveninc. 


There were no authentic reports of 


deaths or serious injuries Tuesday.

OKLAHOMA AND THE ELAN 


The state of Oklahoma has a governor 


of which it and the entire country mav 
be proud. 
Governor J. C. "Walton be- 


lieves that .-the constitution and laws of 
his state, together with the constitution 
and laws of the United States, are the su- 
preme law of the land. He refuses to ab- 
dicate the sovereignty of the statevof Ok- 
lahoma at the command of-the Eu Klux 
Klan. 
The issue between him and the 


Klan is simple. It Is whether the Klan is 
subject to the authority of the state, or 
^whether the state is subject to the author- 
ity of the Klan. 


The Klan has defied the sovereignty of 


the state and has challenged its rights and 
power to give protection to the people in 
the enjoyment and exercise of their rights 
under the constitution. It has attempted 
to set up its law of force and intimidation 
as superior to the law and enforcing 
agencies of tire state. 
In furtherance of 


this aim it has "spread terror through 
flogsings. deportations and other acts of 
violence, until local authorities have be- 
come so frightened that they no longer 
make a pretense of discharging their du- 
ties. 
The result is that a condition of 


lawlessness obtains in Oklahoma, partic- 
ularly in and about Oklahoma City, and 
the instruments of government, except as 
they may be exercised by the state itself, 
have ceased to function. 


Governor "Walton has accepted this 


challenge of the sovereignty and dignity 
of the state of Oklahoma and has put the 
entire commonwealth under martial law. ' 
He will employ tie state militia to uphold 
the laws and constitution of Oklahoma 
and to maintain order and the protection 
of life and property.

pon of the Ku Klux Klan .is quoted as 
'saying that., "Governor "Walton never 
could break the power of the Klan in 
Oklahoma." 
The governor's reply is 


that. "The power of this criminal organi- 
zation must be destroyed and it is neces- 
sary to proclaim martial law throughout 
the state/' It is the Klan which must 
give way.

MOSQUITOES SUSTAINED 


The South Carolina legislature authorized the 


building of a dam across the_Catawba river. The 
dam created a pond in and 'abo'ut which there were 
stagnant places where the malaria carrying mosqui 
toos might breed. ' The owner of some land about 
half a. mile from tho pond brought suit against 
the dam allcrging that the sickness produced by 
tho malaria carrying mosquitoes had,led to tho re- 
moval of tenants from his land and consequent de- 
proclatlon in the value of the land. 
He won a 


Judgment on this clairr. 


Tho case was carried tooths supreme court, where 


tho Judgment was reversed. 
It appeared to tho 


lawyers in this court that the skeeters had not 
confined their malaria carrying activities to this 
particular bit of land or these particular tenants 
but had distributed the disease to all section near 
the dam. Wherefore the nuisance was a public one 
and the law does not entitle a plaintiff to damages 
for an injury from a public nuisance unless he can 
show that his particular injury is different in degree 
of kind from the injury suffered by the public in 
general. And since the cat which created the nui- 
sance was authorized by the legislature, it cannot 
be considered a public nuisance! So the court de- 
clared. 
The supreme court held that the plaintiff had 


no private cause of action unless he could show 
that the authority conferred upon the power com- 
pany by the legislature was negligently exercised 
or that his injury was peculiar to himself and dif- 
ferent from the injury suffered by. the rest of the 
public affected. 


There was a somewhat analogous case in Wis- 


consin or Minnesota a few years ago. 
Men em- 


ployed on a job won damages from the contractor 
on" the ground that the water he supplied for 
drinking was polluted and as a consequence the 
men developed typhoid f?ver. 
Luckily for those 


men the legislature had not/conferred authority 
on the contractor to do the job. 


This idea of holding those responsible who wit- 


tingly or carelessly spread disease is apparently 
growing. The South Carolina court took notice of 
the fact in rendering- this opinion. "As a matter of 
supreme public opinion" the court said, "the affir- 
mance of this judgment, opening the floodgates of 
litigation would not only bankrupt the useful insti- 
tutions which mark/the progress of this state, but 
would bar* forever the development of millions of 
horsepower in the streams that now 'run wanton 
to the sea'." The court was romantic. 
The pond 


could have been rendered mosquito free with very 
little attention.

PROMOTE THE GENERAL WELFARE: The general welfare means the 


•welfare of TIS all taken collectively and the promotion of our welfare is related 
to our power of production which leads to prosperity. There is no limit to 
the general welfare except the limit of our power of production. The raiJ- 
roads have been the principal instrumentality by which man's markets have 
been expanded and his production thereby stimulatd. They'have contribut- 
ed immeasurably to the general welfare.

TERITY:. The blessings of liberty are secure only when citizens of a great 
nation co-operate together toward ta higher ideal of individual usefulness and 
service to each other.

Building of crosswalks wll' In the fu- 


ture bo greatly restricted. If not en- 
tirely eliminated, as an economy meas- 
ure. Crosswalks are considered a 
needless expense and aro not being 
built in the larger cities, according to 
R. M. Connelly, city engineer. 


Last year the city of Appleton 


spent $1,190.59 for crosswalk improve- 
moi)ts, and the maintenance of cross- 
walks cost the city 5125.98. The malif- 
tenance would be kept to a minimum 
and the expense of new construction 
would be eliminated by tho now plan 
Inaugurated by the city engineer and 
supported by the street and bridge 
committee of the common council. 


Instead of building crosswalks at 


street intersections, tiw policy of the 
engineering 
department 
will bo to 


raise up the level of the street pave- 
ment to meet the crossing and put In 
an 8-lnch gutter at the curbing. This 
will produce a step of about S Inches 
for the pedestrians. 


It has been found that it Is quite im- 


possible to keep the cross planks at 
curbs in,position. Whenever a sow- 
er Is built, the crosswalk Is dam- 
oged. When a street Is oiled, the 
cross walk Is oiled, and it is Imprac- 
ticable to shut off the oil at this .point. 
Sand Is then strewn upon the oil and 
thus the walk is burled under oil ana 
sand. On the other hand, crosswalks 
will project out of the ground and give 
nwtomoblles passing over them a Be-, 
vero jolt.v 


Every crosswalk 
usually necessi- 


tates the building of an extra catch 
basin or' two. which cost about $18 
a piece and about $10 extra to install 
them. The crosswalk Itself costs S44. 


Another economy measure will bo. 


Introduced In the- paving- oC aile>s in 
the future. Instead of building up an 
incline and bring the alley pavement 
up to the level of the sidewalks, the 
approaches will be eliminated In the 
future. The Incline als.o gives the au- 
tomobiles a severe Uump both at the 
entrance and exit of the alley. If it 
were removed pedestrians would step 
down the curb, just as they do at 
crossings of streets and alleys in the 
larger cities. Such inclines also nfeces- 
Mtate the building of catchbaslns so 
that the water from the alleys can 
drain off.
